tor I commenced a description of 
some of the fruits and I will continue 
the subject in this, first by correct 
ing one error in my last: where yon 
hail qnava it should have been 
gnavn. 
The most common grnpo 


raised here is the Scnpperuoug va- 
riety, which is a very large grape, 
and when ripe almost a bronze color; 
ia very prolific in both tho growth of 
the vine and tlio fruit. 
A vine will 


in three or four years, whon proporly 
trained, twine over an nrbor and 
make almost 11 solid cover of vine 
for 25 or BO foot each way, nud does 
not need (rlrniuing, in fact will not 
bear pruning. Tbe grapes grow in 
cluster* more like cherries, not nioro 
than from four to six in a cluster, 
but very largo and perfectly round, 
with a thick skin, but of a very de- 
liolons flavor. They are found here 
io almoafevery yard, nnd some oul 
tivale them very larely, as they are 
excellent for wine. Other varieties 
of cultivated grapes do very well 
hero, such as the Concord, Delaware, 
Uerbemont and Black Hamburg 
but they aro not very extensively 
onltivatwl, 
Thoro is another grape 


here like the white Houppernong, 
only blue, and mnch moro tart. A 
frnit culled tho Jnpnn persimmon 
grows hero, nnd it is just coming into 
notoriety iiH^frnit for shipping. It 
isbudili'tl on the common pormra- 
mon, of which thorn are thoummcls 
growing wild bore. The fruit re- 
eemblus, when greon, nn unripe to- 
mato, about us large an a common- 
sized tomato. 
When ripe it is ot a 


reddish hue, and in full of a jelly- 
like substance very delicious, aud 
cnn bo onten from the skin with a 
knifo or spoon. They bear ship- 
ping well, nud tho trees are in great 
demand. 
The fig also grows veiy 


luxuriantly, nnd is mostly propagu 
ted by cuttings. Thore are several 
varieties, and thoy boar two or three 
uiops a year. 


Thoro aro 
Hovurnl vurietien of 


fruits grown in Houth (Florida which 
do not grow hero. 
The pineapple 


is not grown much north of Orange 
and Bumptor counties, but will grow 
bore if protected from frost, but can- 
not bo nindo profitable. 


Poaches do woll hero on high nntl 


dry noil, but still aro apt to IIUHH 
bearing occasionally, ns thoy bloom 
so onrly n light frost is apt to injure 
them, the poonto and bonny peach 
being tliu most protltable for ship- 
ping, but the more common varieties 
aro ui profitable for homo UHO.

YORK STUB*. 


A moat dtotNwiiig faUl accident by fire 


occurred on a freight train on the Wabaah 
road, a few mile* east of Jacksonville last 
evening, by which Mr. Scott Plokrell, 
aged 2S yean, a brother ot Hon. 3. H 
Piokrell, of Harristown, lost his life. 
Scott Piokrell, who waa in Deoatur last 
week atteadiuff the fair, started from 
Buffalo, III., yesterday afternoon with two 
stallions in a stock oar, consigned to Mr. 
Holloway at Alexis, 111., a point west of 
Jacksonville. One account ot the fire is 
that a brakeman on the train saw Pickreil 
trying to get out ot the burning oar 
through tbe man hole; that be was first 
•een on the top ot the oar, waving bis 
oont and hands for the train to stop; that 
ho went back into the car through the 
man hole, and again reappeared as it he 
was struggling to get out. The train had 
about stopped at this time and the brake- 
man and other train men got water from 
tho tender and extinguished the Uames. 
It was supposed that Pickreil had es- 
caped, but he had fallen back, and when 
found he was dead and badly burned, in 
the bottom ot the oar. Both stallions 
were also burned to deatb, nnd the oar 
mined. An inquest was held at Jackson- 
ville and this forenoon tbe chirrrod remains 
of the young man were brought to Buffalo 
and taken to his late home at Mechanics- 
burg, 111. 
William 8. Pickreil is the 


father of the deceased. As to how the 
oar caught fire, reports differ. Young 
Pickreil is said to have been in the ca- 
boose until tho train arrived at Alexan- 
der, when he went forward to see about 
the stock, smoking a cigar at the time; 
but it is known thnt ho did uot use the 
weed in any form. One report is that he 
gnve u cigar to Conductor Murphy before 
leaving the caboose. It in hold by some 
that tho cur rnu&t have beau, set on lire 
by sparks from the engine. Mr. J, H. 
Piokrell, who is at Toledo, Ohio, has been 
notified by telegraph of the death of his 
brother.

A Parsonage Afire. 


Yesterday the servant girl employed at 


Rev. W. H. Mnsgrove's residence under- 
took what has never yet been successfully 
performed—to fill the reservoir of a gaso- 
line stavo without turning oil'|Ue burner.
